When in the cuurae of human evenU it becomes necessary for one people to 
diHsolve the political bonds which have connected them with another, and to as- 
Hume among the powers of the earth the separate and equal station to which the 
^W8 OF 5ATUIU: and of nattbe’s Qoo entitle them, a decent respect to the opin¬ 
ions of mankind requires that they should declare the cuuKes which impel them to 
the separation. 

We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all 1£E5 are creatct equal; 
that they are endowed by their creofor with certain iunalienable rights; that 
among these are lifCp ft6crfy and the pursuit of happiness. That to secure these 
RIGHTS, goeemments are tnaftftifed among men, deriving their just powers from 
the consmt of the governed. That whenever any form of government becomes 
destructive of these ends, if is the right of the people to alter or abolish if, end 
fo institute new gocemmentp laying its foundation on such principles, and or¬ 
ganising ifs poirrrs in such form as To them shall sixm most likely to ef¬ 
fect THEIR safety AND HAPPINESS. 


THAT “SPIRIT OF ’76.”

The "revolution’ of 1770 was ooe of a series of exprpssio.ia of thought 
which from lime to time light up the path of progress and reveal the icvolu- 
tionary nroceaa by which man advances; how the mind first questions and then 
denies Uie truth and justice of esiabliahed opiolona and iiiatitutiooa; how it 
next defies authority aud develops the physical power oeceasary to overcome it 
and when this ia accomplished, how. new opinions are formed into inatitntions 
which are io turn overthrown ns thought rises to higher planes. 

The expression of the thought of 177(1 was formulated in n Ueclaration of 
lndei>endeiii;p; the day it was completed was afterwards set apart as a day on 
which to cidciirate nnd keep fresh in the minds of succeeding geuerntions the 
.undanietital proposition it contained and the cireumataoces under which it wna 
given tu toe world. 

From the firvt of thoae annual celebrationa the physical features of the 
revolution was given most prominence; the {K>mp and cirvumstniice of glorious 
war, overehadowed the creative thought; later the military significance was lost, 
and all the original ii^rtance of the day is now hid away, aud in its place wi 
^'k^eu ^ of the Chinese cannon cracker, and the fixz-boom of the sky- 

Jo the American Socialist the revolution of 177«, its Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence, the preamble to its constitution and the original Fourth of .lulv 
are gifts from the past, which accepted and rightly utilized, should prove of 
inestimable value to the Socialist movement.

Imtter conditions in the car service if 
the ])eople owned and roanagiKl it? It 
wouldn’t lie Socialism, of course, under 
prevailing conditions, but it would^ be 
Socialistic nnd in the right direction. 
And If it would 1>e a good thing for the 
.street ear lioys, wouldn’t it hi* a still 
Utter thing for the Mlaves in the fn*?- 
tnries, those fellows who arc the salt 
of the earth, but who nre the rirtims of 
that frightful monster. Capitalism, in 
one of ila most vampire-like forms?

The la- 
Isiring class has had to In-ar its froiihles 
aioiii—it got no sympathy from even the 
\\ell-fixcd folks who courted fame by snp- 
{H>rtiiig various charities nnd looking hu¬ 
mane. It is a giKMl thing the workers 
are not vindictive, or the cnllniis cla.ss 
might have a terrible rtH'koning in store.

But the political 
equality they gave them was not enougl), 
for it was soon clear that industrial 
equality must also Ite had liefure the 
p<-ople eould be oqiial in station.

Even without this 
teatiiDony the fact that the question has 
been mise<l is itself o sad commentarj* on 
capitalistic stewartlshlp in the important 
held of dealing in news. 

The editor that makes the confession 
writes that somewhere in his scrap liook 
is Ids first (Mlilorial in which lie nu- 
Douncwl, witli blare of tminpets, his 
“mission.” “Without fear or favor, serv¬ 
ing only the public The - — will bo at 

all times an intelligent meilium of news 
and bow the kni‘e to no clique or fac¬ 
tion, keeping in mind the great imperish¬ 
able standards of American manhood. 

The - w’ill champion not the weak. 

not the strong, but the right. It will 
give all the news all the time. It will 
serve onlv the higher Interests of the city 
ami will bo absolutely fearless." “Uut 
that’ was six yearn ago,” sighs the writ¬ 
er. His ideals got badly sbalterwl by 
actual contact with t.he business world, 
for he found there was no morality in 
business. The biggest advertiser forced, 
him to suppress the news of a certain 
defalcation, the paper was obliged to 
print seasntion. ofteu uut rue news, be-| 
caiiso its business rival did. It was a! 
ense of self-nreservution. of printing the 
thin''s that would sell papers. The pub-! 
lie good, be blanked! And then he found 
be must give in to the capitalist fioli-: 
ticians and become the monthpiet'e for 
theii games and their hyi>ocmcies be¬ 
cause unless his nsner got the clt^ print¬ 
ing ana certain ofncial advertising, it 
could not live out the year. “They 
tiougbt me with the public printing.” he 
says, sadly, and he adds, **'rhere is no 
particular future for me. The worst of 
it is 1 don’t seem to care. The gradual 
falling away from the high estate of my 
first editorial is n matter for the student 
of character, which I am not. I hare 
my own home, o place of honor in the 
community, the company of the great. 
I hare enough to lire ou. enough to en¬ 
tertain with and to travel a little, and I 
carrv enough insurance to enable my 
family to lire without me and laugh at 
Htarration.”, 

But if certain other American editors 
followed this lead and gare truthful 
testimony, some far w’orse things than 
tho abore would be revealeil. The mod¬ 
em capitalistic newspaper cannot be 
honest with the people and is olmtbst al¬ 
ways in a general coosoiracy against the 
true interests of the peoole, especially 
tue working class.

HAVE WE GONE BACK ON THE DECLARATION} 

The anniversary of the Declnratiou of the ludependeuce of the United Stateti 
is upon us, and will, no doubt, be celebrated In the usual foolish fashion; the 
mode of celebration almost making us wish that the Declaratiou bad never been 
made. 

The persons who make the-most empty noise at this noisy period, are usual¬ 
ly those who know and care little or notbiug abont the reasons for the celebra¬ 
tion; and the orators of tbe day will do little to enlighten them. Spread eagle 
s|»eecbes abont liberty, and the glory of the nation, as well as about the great¬ 
ness of the orators themsidvex. leave the people in the dark almut tbe ri‘ul sig- 
nificanoe of the anniversary. 

Tlie (•stablUbmeut of the independeiK'e of the United Statics was an event, 
the importance of which should uot Ik* decrieti. 

It taught tbe world a U'sson which has lK>nie gn^at fruit in its progress to- 
wnnls democracy. It gave the people of the Unit«*«l Slates an opt>ortuuity to 
progress towards the goal of liberty, and starttHl tliciu on the road to it. 

But tbe goal still lies far abend, and little has U*eu done iu tbe last huu- 
dre<l years to reach it. 

Indeed, it sometimes looks as if retrogression instead of progression bad 
taken place. 

Biuce the bcginulng of the Niueteenth century, the people of the United 
States, apparently satisfied that they bad obtained their independeuce of tbe 
rule of Great Britalu, have devote<l themselves almo.st entirely to money get¬ 
ting, and this demoralizing pursuit of wealth has, to a great extent, crushed 
their aspirations towards greater liberty, and reduced them into mere wor¬ 
shipers of wealth, and even sycophantic toadies and vassals to the men who 
possess great wealth, no matter by. what means they may have obtained If. 
For King George the Third, the people have iFcrmitted to bo sub.stituted as 
their rulers the Morgaus, lloekefellers. Caniegies, Vnndcridlts and Crokers, 
who hold the means of subsistence of the people in their control; and for 

the sturdy farmers of 1770, who brav^l the snows of Vaile.v Forge aud the 

guns of the British troops, to e.stablisb their right to free trade with tbe whole 
world, we have a race of cringing clerks, dependants, wage slaves and parasites, 
who must oliey the will of the Commercial Princes of ttslay, or lo.se their means 
of livelihood. 

The existing form of government in tl>c United States may have been fair¬ 
ly suited to the small communities of the Kighteiuith century. But the nation 
has outgrowu it. It is too unwieldy for the p<K»ple to have much part in its 
management, and so has arisen a ciuss of men. miscalled politicians, who give 
their whole time to and get their living from the management of so-called poli¬ 
tics. These politicians rule the people, aud the nioneyei! class rules tbe (S))!- 
tidnus; so that politics today incuns only a scramble for ottice by men who 

seek to use their oUlces merely to betray the iM*ople at the Is-hcst of the real 

plutocratic rulers, the great owners of the means of protlucUon and distribu¬ 
tion. 

It remains to be seen whether there is enough of the “spirit of *70” re¬ 
maining among tbe people to is.Muc nnd establish n new De<darntion of Inde¬ 
pendence, which shall declare that the pei>ple of the touted Stnte.s “are and 
of right ought to he forever free nnd independent” of industrin! ns well as po¬ 
litical kings and rulers; that the land and the niean.s of priHhiction and distri- 
butiou belong to the whole peoph* and are to he administered by all for tbe 
e<tunl use and hencfit of all; that the people are absolved from all allegiance 
to tbe t^ominerciul Princes of today, and owe ullegiunce only to tbe broad priu- 
ciphw of humanity. ^

**But when a long train of abuses and 
DsurpatloDS, pursuing Invarlbly the same 
object, evinces a design to reduce them 
(mankind) under absolute despotism. It Is 
their right. It Is their duty to throw off 
such government, end to provide new 
guards for their future security." * 

And to this declaration were affixed the 
names of men whose blood dyed red tbe 
pages of later history. They. too. were agi¬ 
tators, but they were agitating for right and 
justice. These men fought for years against 
the most bitter criticism and tbe most 
stinging sarcasm; but they knew they were 
right and constant agitation brought a ma¬ 
jority to aee tbe right and when the 
Declaration of Independence waa issued the 
people were ready for and welcomed It. 
King Oeorge’a parasites used every argu¬ 
ment which the brain of designing man 
could conceive and at the outset found 
resdy listeners and many t)ellevera. bnt atlll 
tbit little band of palrloU grew and lU 
power finally became so great that It swept 
king George and bis despotism from Amer 
lean soil. . ^ 

Thus has SoolaUsii: grown and thns It 
win grow until It drives the present system 
of despotic Indtvidasllsm from onr fair 
land.—Bamonlty.

Fourier and Marx. 

Karl Marx's masterlv analysis of the 
capitalist aysteai. which only stands out 
as the more admirable by the utter fail¬ 
ure of thinl-rate professors and pub¬ 
licists to pick holes in it, has secured 
for him such a position in the world of 
thought and in tbe history of economics 
that it is quite unnecessary to claim for 
him anything more than w*hat be has so 
splendidly done. It is safe to say that 
his great work must be the basis for all 
future writers who w’isb to achieve per¬ 
manent distinction in the field which he 
made his own. That is becoming more 
and more obvious every day; even the 
Times, the leading capitalist Journal of 
the world, having, os vre pointed out 
last week, accepted and enforced the 
truth of Marx’s theories of history and 
economic development. But all this be¬ 
ing so, and Marx's pre-eminence being 
now unquestioned except by the ignorant 
or the more than ignorant faalf-learne^ 
we somewhat regret the habit which So¬ 
cialists have got into of talking and 
writing as If Marx had no pr^eccssors. 
This is a miatake which he himself took 
good care never to make. True, be knew 
that he bad made discoveries and that 
coming at the period bo did ho bad b^n 
able to do really original work. But that 
did not lessen his admiration and appre¬ 
ciation of St. Simon, Robert Owen, and 
Courier, n^s well ns others. Now. it m> 
happens that^ the^ first clear prognostica- 
tion of tho inoritfihle development of 
competitive capitaliam into monopolv a, 
an economic and aociai iaw waa firat 
made by Fonner at the time when Mari 
waa 0 yeara oiiL He expreaaed himaeif 
qnito onmiatakahly on thia head, and hia 
forecaa^ regard beiny had to the com- 
ptrativeiy amail development of capi- 
taiiat indnatnaiiam in 1824, is almoat 
worthy to be put aide by aide with 
Ariatotle a famoua dictum, “Siavery can 
never be a^liahi^; except, perhaps, by 
The faiiure of 
Fonriera phalanatery projecta and the 
m^Brnaip! of his diacipie, Victor Con- 
sideranta expi-rinients in .\m,.rica have 
plindra many men to hia eenins,—Jus- 
tiee, London.

The following Is the national platform of 
principles of tbe Social Democrats: Tbe 
Soelsllst party of America. In national con¬ 
vention aaaembled. reaffirms its adbemice 
to the- principles of International Social¬ 
ism. ana declares Us aim to be the or- 

f :antsatlon of tbe woiktng class, and tboee 
D sympathy with it, Into a political party, 
with the object of conquering tbe powers 
of government and nalng them for the pnr- 
pose of transforming the present srstem of 
private ownerahip of the means of prodne- 
tlon and distribution Into collective owner¬ 
ship by tbe entire people. 

Formerly tbe tools of prodocilon were 
simple and owned bv tbe Individual work¬ 
er. Today tbe macblue.' which la bnt ao 
improved and more developed tool of pro- 
dnctlon. Is owned by the capltallata and 
not by the workers. TbU ownership en¬ 
ables the capitalists to control the product 
and keep Che workers desieodeot upon 
them. 

ITIrate ownership of tbe means of pro¬ 
duction and dist.'lbutloD Is respunslbie for 
the ever-increasing qncertalnty of liveli¬ 
hood and tbe poT4*rty end misery of the 
workers, and It divides society Into two 
hoatne classes-'the capitalists and wage 
workers. The once powerful middle emss 
Is rapidly disappearing In the mill of com¬ 
petition. Tbe atruggle Is now between the 
capitalist class and the working class. The 
posseaalon of the means of livelihood gives 
to tbe capttslists the control of the gov¬ 
ernment, the press, the pulpit and tbe 
schools, and enables them to redut^e the 
working men to n state of Intellectnat. 
physical and snetat Inferiority, political snb- 
serrtenee and virtual slaverr. 

Tbe economic Interests or the capitalist 
class dominate our entire social system; 
the lives of the working class are reck¬ 
lessly sacrificed for profit, wars are fo¬ 
mented between nations. Indiscriminate 
slaughter ia enconrared and tbe destrnc- 
tIon of YThole races Is sanctioned In order 
that the capitalists may extend their com¬ 
mercial dominion abroad and enhance tbelr 
snpremscy at home. 

lint the same economic canaes which de¬ 
veloped eapltallam are leading to Boelallsm. 
which will abolish both the capitalist risss 
and the claaa of wage workers. And the 
active force In bringing about thla new 
and higher order of society Is tbe working 
class. All other classes, despite their ap¬ 
parent or actual confllcta. are alike Inter¬ 
ested In the upholding of the srstem of 
private ownership of the Instruments of 
wealth prodnetlon. The Deroocratle. Re- 
pnbltean, the bourgeois public <mDershlp 
parties, and all other parties whlcn do not 
stand for the complete overthrow of the 
capitalist system of prodnetlon, are alike 
polltleel rrpreeentativea of the capitalist 
claaa. i

The workers can moat effectively act na 
a class In tbelr atruggle against tbe ctl- 
lectlvc powers of capltaliRm. t>y constitut¬ 
ing themselves Into a political party, dis¬ 
tinct from and oppoaeU to all parties 
formed by the propertied cisssea. 

While we declare that the ilevelopment 
of economic eondltiont tends to tbe over¬ 
throw of tbe capitalist system, we ri-cogi 
nlse that the time and mdnner of the 
transition of Rtclallsm also depend upon 
tbe stage of development reached by the 
proletsrTst. W'e. therefore, consider It of 
the utmost importauee for the &>clallst par> 
ty to support all active efforts of the work¬ 
ing clnas to better Its condition and to 
el«>ct Roctallsts to political offices. In order 
to facilitate tbe attainment of this end. 

As auch means we advocate: 

1. Tbe collective ownerahip of all means 
of transportation and communication aod 
all other pnblic ntllltles as well ns of all 

. /ndnstriea controlled by monopolies, trntrs 
and combines. No part of tbe revenue 
I therefrom to be uscaI on tbe reduction of 
I tbe taxes of tbe capitalist class, bat the 
I entire revenue to be applied first, to the 
Increaae of wages and abnrteoiug of the 
boura of labor of the employes, and then 
to tbe Improvement of the aerrlce and di¬ 
minishing the rates to tbe eonsnmera. 

2. The progressive reduction of tbe houri 
of lalFor In proportion to tbe incresalng 
facilities of proituctlon, to decrease the 
share of tbe capitalist class and to increase 
tbe share of the workers in the product of 
tbelr labor. 

8. Btate or national Insnrance of work¬ 
ing people In case of accldenta, lack of 
employment, stekneM and want in obi ace. 
I the revenue therefor to be derived from tbe 
I government. 

4. Tbe loagnrAttoD of a ayatem of pnb- 
! Uc Industries for the employment of tbe 
nnemidoyed. the pnbUc credit to he otlilz^Hl 
for that purpose. In order that the work¬ 
ers may receive the product of tbelr toll. 

r*. The edneatton of all children up to 
the ace of 18 yeara. and state and munici¬ 
pal aid for bookt, elotbloe and food. 

0. Kqual civil and political rights for 
men and women. 

7. Tbe initiative and referendom. pro¬ 
portional representation and tbe right of 
recall of repreaentitlvea by tbelr conatltu- 
enta. 

But In making tbtae demanda as steps 
In tbe overthrow of capitalism and In the 
eatabllshment of tbe co-operative common¬ 
wealth, we warn tbe pmplr agalnat ibe 
public owoerabip demands made by capital¬ 
istic politics! parties, which always reanU 
in perpetnsting tbe capitalist srstem 
throngb tbe compromize or defect of tbe 
Sodaltst reroIntlOD.
